1. RICHARD CHURCH, 1608. Came to New England in 
the fleet with Governor Winthrop in 1630. Was made freeman 
Oct. 19, 1630, but did not then take the oath. Removed from Wey- 
mouth to Plymouth where he was made freeman Oct. 4, 1632. He 
married Elizabeth, the daughter of Richard Warren, in 1636, and 
lived at Eel River in Plymouth. Gave deed to Robert Bartlett,* 
March, 1633. He was taxed at Duxbury, 1637. He was a car- 
penter by trade, and with John Thompson was engaged to build the 
first Meeting-house, and the first gun carriage in Plymouth in 1637. 
In 1649 he sold his estate at Plymouth. Was at Eastham in 1649 ; 
at Charlestown in 1653 ; and at Hingham in 1657. At Sandwich, 
in 1664, he gave an evidence in which he called himself fifty-six 
years old. He was often a member of the " Grand Enquest," and 
frequently made referee. He served as sergeant in the Pequot War. 

* Bee it knowne vnto all men by these Prsentes yt I Richard Church have sould vnto 
Robert Bartlet all the right and title yt I the sd Richard hath in house and houseing and 
land with all the meadow ground with the addition yt hee had of gqodman Keroton at 
the Eel River, and hee is to heave Cubbert and bime and all the shelves and benches yt 
are in the house and all the ladders yt are about the house, and the said Richard Church 
doth bind himselfe his heairs and asynes to Ensure all yt the sd Richard Church hath 
sould to Robert Bartlet yt no man shall not trouble him for it, but the said Richard 
Church is to take his corn of from/the ground and to threash it in the barn in fourteen 
days and be is to heave the plancks yt are in the barne. 

And the said Robert Bartlet is to give vnto the sd Richard Church for his house and 
land the full sum of twenty-five pound In maner and form foloing, a Rid Oxe yt they call 
his name Mouse for eight Pound and ten shil, and six pound to bee payed at Mr. Paddies 
in Comodities, and the Resedue to be paid the next yeare foloing in the last of Septem- 
ber either in Catell or in corn or in merchants pay, if in Catell they must be prised, if in 
corn it must bee at the price currant, if in merchants pay hee must take it as hee Receveth 
it, and merchants pay is to bee paid in Ifnnen and wollen and shooes and stockens heere 
at Plymouth if thay be there to be had, if not hee is to take it in the other pay. 

And Elizabeth the wife of Richard Church aforsd the Day and Yeare above written 
Did acording to order give her tree and fall consent vnto the sale of the house & land 
and theire several apurtenances aforesaid acording to the tearmes and conditions above 
mentioned. 

(Morton*8 Memorial, page 478.) 
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His will is dated Hingham, December 25, 1668.* He died at Ded- 
ham, December 27, 1668, and was buried at Hiugham. His will 
provides for his widow, Elizabeth, and gives equal portions unto all 
of his children excepting Joseph, who, on account of his lame hand, 
should have a double portion.

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^ 3. COL. BENJAMIN CHURCH (2), 1639, d. Jan. 17, 1718, 
— Richard ( 1 ) — was the famous Indian warrior whose exploits are 
narrated in the early histories of the Colonies, prominent among 
which is the " History of King Phillip's War,'* written from memo- 
randa made by himself. He was born in Plymouth; 1639. Was 
bred to his father's trade, a carpenter. Very little is known of his 
early history. About 1667, was living at what is now called Little 
Compton. Dec. 26, 1667 he was married. to Alice, daughter of 
Constant and Elizabeth (Collier) Southworth of Duxbury, 1646, d. 
Mar. 5, 1719. She was a grand-daughter of the wife of Governor 
William Bradford. Constant Southworth was commissary general 
during King Phillip's War. May 29, 1670, was a freeman at Dux- 
bury and a constable in that town, June, 1671. He signed and 
sealed the " Grand Articles " for the settlement of Bristol, R. 1., 
Sept. 14, 1680. July 7, 1681, he was authorized by the court to 
" cutt and cleare " a more direct way from Mount Hope to Boston. 
Sept. 1, 1681, the first proprietors of Mount Hope (76 in number. 
Captain Benjamin Church, heading the list) decided that the name 
of the town should be Bristol. May 22, 1682, he was chosen dep- 
uty to represent Bristol in the Colonial Court, at which time he was 
also chosen first selectman of the town, which positions he held . 
during his residence at Bristol. July 7, 1682, he was commissioned 
a magistrate and authorized to solemnize marriages (a great many 
performed by him are found recorded on the town records of both 
Bristol and Little Compton). He was one of the original eight 
members of the First Congregational Church of Bristol, 1687, in 
the days of the Rev. Samuel Lee. History says probably in 1696 
or 1697 he removed to Freetown (now Fall River) with his 
brother Caleb, and improved the water power by erecting a saw mill 
and fulling mill and a grist mill, which property he sold Sept. 18, 
1714, to Richard Borden, of Tiverton, and Joseph Borden, of Free- 
town, sons of John. In 1705, he removed to Little Compton and 
helped establish a Congregational Church. In 1706 he was chosen 
a representative for Little Compton to the General Court. During 
his residence at Bristol and Little Compton he acted as moderator 
at the town meetings. He was a very extensive dealer in land, and 
bought and sold mills and water privileges in Bristol, Fall River, 
Tiverton and Little Compton. He was frequently a trial justice, and 
often selected a referee. 
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Jan. 16, 1718, while retomiiig finom a Tisit to liis sister, Mrs. 
Irish, he was thrown finofm his horse, and so seTerelT injored that he 
died about twelve hoars afterwards. He was buried with great fun- 
eral pomp and with militarj honors.
